POSTMASTERS ABE NOW 


UNDEK CIVIIj SERVICE 


President Wilson Signs Order Affect- 


ing Those in First Three Classes 
WASHINGTON, Mar. 31.—Presi- 


dent Wilson signed an order to-day 
placing all postmasters of the first 
second and third class under Civil 
Service rules. 


The order provides that when 
a 


vacancy occurs by death, resignation 
i:emoval or on recommendation of the 
First Assistant Postmaster General, 
the Civil Service Commission holds 
an 
open competitive 
examination. 


Then the Pastmaster General must 
submit to the President the name of 
the highest qualified eligible for ap- 
pointment to the vacancy, unless it 
is established that the character or 
residence of the applicant disquali- 
fies him. 
No person will be eligible 


after the age of sixty-five.

' seas, and I take the liberty, for the 


i present at least, of postponing a dis- 
cussion of our relations with the au- 
thorities at Vienna. We enter this 
war only where we are clearly forc- 
ed into it because there are no other 
means of defending our rights. 


"It will be all the easier for us to 


conduct ourselves as belligerents in 
a high spirit of right and fairness 
because we act without animus, not 
in enmity toward a people, or with 
the desire to bring any injury or 
'L aJ"rntaj,o upcr. them, but only in 
armed opposition to an irresponsible 
Government which has thrown aside 
allvconsideration of humanity and of 
right and is running amuck. 


German Citizens Mostly Ix>yal 
"We are, let me say again, the sin- 


cere friends of the German people, 
and shall desire nothing so much 
as the early re-establishment of in- 
timate relations of mutual advantage 
between us—however hard it may be 
for them, for the time being to belie- 
ve that this is spoken from our hearts 
We have borne with their present 
Government, through all these bitter 
months because of that friendship— 
exercising a patience and forbearance 
which would otherwise have been im- 
possible. 


"We shall, happily, still have an 


opportunity to prove that friendship 
in our daily attitude and actions to- 
wards the millions of men and wom- 
en of German birth and native, sym- 
pathy who live amongst us and share 
our "life, and we shall be proud to 
prove it towards all who are in fact 
loyal to , their neighbors and to the 
Government in the hour of test. 
They are, most of them, as true and 
loyal Americans as if they had never 
known any other fealty or allegiance. 
They •will be prompt to stand "with us 
in rebuking and restraining the few 
who may be of a different mind and 
purpose. 
If there should be disloy- 


alty, it will be dealt with with a firm 
hand of stern repression; but if it 
lifts its head at all, it will lift it only 
here and there and without counten- 
ance except from a lawless and mali- 
gnant few. 


Eight Morov Precious Than Peace" 
"It is a distressing and oppressive 


duty, gentlemen 
o-E the Congress, 


which I have performed in thus ad- 
dressing you. There are, it may be 
many months of fiery trial and sacri- 
fice . ahead of us. 
It is a 
fearful 


thing to lead this great peaceful peo- 
ple into war, into the most terrible 
and disastrous of all wars, civiliza- 
tion itself seeming to be in the bal- 
ance. But the right is more precious 
than peace, and we shall fight for the 
things which we have always carried 
nearest our hearts—for democracy, 
for the right of those who submit 
to authority to have a voice in their 
own government, for the rights and 
liberties of small nations, for a uni- 
versal dominion of right by such 
a concert of free people as shall bring 
peace and safety to all nations and 
make the world itself at last free.. 


"To such 'a task we can dedicate 


our lives and our fortunes, every- 
thing {hat we are and everything that 
we-have, with the pride of those who 
know that the day has come when 
America is privileged to spend her 
blood and her might for the princi- 
ples that gave her birth and happi- 
ness and the peace which she has 
treasured.
